tion oflndia themcomeftom non agiicultural souices was ex 
eluded that is a cential subject — and as such an Act called the 
Hj derabad Agricultural Income tax Act (XIII of 1950) was 
enfoieed by the then Government of Hydeiabad which in 
eluded only the agucultmal income Accoiding to the said 
Act the rates of agricultural income tax were fixed, and there 
was a piovision that every year from 1951 onwaids an Act 
called the Hydeiabad Finance Act would be passed and the 
lest should he legitimised The Government did not bring 
out such an Act and even to day the Hyderabad Finance Act 
will not be brought foiwaid for the simple leason that this is 
the only Act that has got to he enacted undei the Hydeiabad 
Agricultural Income tax Act 1950 This lias simply been 
copied from the Central Government and theie is no such Act 
in force in any of the States That is one leason The 
second leason is that the Assembly itself did not meet till 1952 
Somehow or other this escaped the notice of the Finance 
Department and was detected very recently Hence we are 
bunging in this amendment when we bring in another 
amending Bill we consider the question whether the amount 
ofRs 10 000/ that has been fixed in the Schedule was collect 
The mattei is still under examination by this Government 
and as well as the Taxation Enquiry Commission 

In one of the amendments — I am not speaking on all 
the amendments— one of the hon Members has actually sug 
gested that the income from both agricultural as well as non 
agricultural sources should be included but the assessment 
should be only on agiicultural income I am of the view that 
this will amount to taxing (he person twice because, 
m the fiist place income tax itself has to be paid once and 
seijpndly the late of tax on both again will have to be paid 
by him We wanted to reduce the rate but the Tenancy 
Bill has to a certain extent come in otu way We did not 
exactly know what shape it would take 

Keeping all these things m view the Government is exa 
mining the whole position and possibly m the next Session, 
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we may ourselves come foiward with eeitam amendments 
to the whole Act That is the reason why we have not bi ought 
anything more now We aie merely validating the whole

are going to allow such landloids who have compact aieas
